| Prices Were Good Generally and 
Bidding On All Lots 
Fairly Brisk 


| WINNIPEG, March 14—(Canadian 
| Press)—More than $50,000 was real- 
ived for some 262 lots of fur that were 
offered for sale at the first auction 
held in Winnipeg today. The sale 
was under the auspices of,the Winni- 
peg Fur Auction Bales company, re- 
cently organized by a group of Wtnnai- 
peg business men for the purpose of 
jestablishing this city as a fur trading 
centre, 

For the first venture of this nature 
{to be held in Winnipeg the affair is 
descrfbed by those with authority to 
speak as @ great success. 

Prices for the mest part were good 
land the bidding on all dots was brisk, 
the competition for ‘beaver, 


fisher, marten, welf and rats being 
particularly keen, with the prices 
ranging high and for the most part 


about 30 per cent. over prices obtain- 
ed at the St. Louis scale. 

Rats ranged from 8&4 to 90 cents 
for fall and winter skins, while spring 


rats brought from $1.18 to $1.60.
